The question of the federal author-j 
ity to regulate fish and game regard­ 
less of state laws has been taken into J 
the federal courts, and the Southern 
California federal authorities are ex­ 
pecting that a decision will be reached 
about the first of the year. 
If the courts decide that the United! 
States has a right to say when shoot­ 
ing can commence and when it must | 
close, those who have been brought 
under federal notice in the gun clubs 
of this county will probably be prose­ 
cuted. 
At least, that is the plan as 
now reported.
